After suffering at least two hours of ter­ 
rible agony from the effects of drinking a 
quantity of poinson in mistake, Daniel 
Mathiaj, a young man of Goldsboro, York 
county, died Wednesday afternoon. 


The liquid young Mathias drank is used 
for the purpose of killing grass and weeds 
and is so powerful that an ounce of it is 
usually diluted in about sixteen ounces of 
water before it is sprinkled onto the grass. 
Mathias drank the raw stuff. 
The young 
man was a son of Mr. and Mrs Granville 
Mathias, highlv resected people of Golds­ 
boro, and the family is one of the best 
known in the upper end of the county. 
Granville Mathias is in charge, during the 
winter months, of the summer home of 
Select Councilman Henry* Wasbers, of 
York. Wednesday morning, while young 
Mathias was doing some work along the 
river he had occasion to go into the front 
yard of Mr. Washers* home. 
Secreted in

was a jug containing the deadly poison.

STOLEN TEAM’S MISHAP.

Ravages of White Plague. 


Every third death during the period 
of working life is caused by pulmonary 
tuberculosis; every workman who be­ 
comes incapacitated must ascribe his 
condition to tuberculosis/’ declares Dr. 
Gotthold Pannwitz, of Berlin, one of 
the world famous authorities on tho 
“white plague/' in an address on “So­ 
cial Life and Tuberculosis” before tho 
Hospital Association of Philadelphia. 
The meeting was preliminary to tho 
opening of the International confer­ 
ence on Tuberculosis, of which Dr. 
Pannwitz is secretary-general. 


In beginning his address, Dr. Pann­ 
witz pointed out the dangers that come 
to mankind through intimate contact 
in the modern civilization, and showed 
how tho influence of one individual 
upon another had become enormously 
magnified through the close modern 
relation, both in the pursuit of pleas­ 
ure and in the necessity of earning a 
living. “Neither the consumer nor the 
pleasure-seeker can escape the influ­ 
ence of his fellow-men,” declared the 
speaker, “and whether he is enjoying 
a well-earned rest in his private apart­ 
ments or seeking enjoyment and re­ 
laxation in restaurants or hotels, at 
social gatherings, in concert halls, or 
at the theatre, everywhere the effects 
of social life make themselves felt. 
Though the rich man store up money 
and what money represents and imag­ 
ine that others are working for him 
and that he is independent of the rest 
of the world, in the last analysis he 
does not escape the common fate. His 
after-dinner cigar has been rolled by 
another's hand, who may be diseased 
and thus may have been the means of 
introducing the danger of death into 
his house along with his choice cigar, 
Man is never entirely free and inde­ 
pendent. 
He cannot escape certain 
points of contact with his neighbors. 


“In the present state of our devel­ 
opment, tuberculosis must be placed 
in the front rank among the danger­ 
ous accessory phenomena of social 
life. At the end of the twentieth con- 
tury it stamps its mark on our entire 
social existence. It has become in our 
age the social disease/1 


REAL CHILL IN 
THE WEST 


New York, Sept. 29. — The long 
drought in New York, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, which has resulted in 
serious forest fires, stopped industrial 
pursuits and caused a water famine 
in many districts, has been broken. 
Rain, which fell lightly and increased 
in volume as the day advanced, and 
reports from throughout the affected 
territory announce that the rainfall 
has become general and heavy. High 
winds accompanied 
the storm and 
damaged telegraph wires, thereby in­ 
terfering with communication. Brief 
dispatches, however, have 
come to 
hand from many points in the Cats­ 
kills, the Adirondacks and other re­ 
gions which have suffered from forest 
fires, announcing that copious rains 
are falling and that the fires are being 
rapidly obliterated. Although reports 
from some Adirondack districts still 
indicate menace from the flames, it is 
believed that the effects of the rain­ 
fall 
accompanying 
the 
widespread 
storm will soon be beneficially felt 
throughout all the affected districts. 


The drought, which has been the 
most prolonged in many years, has 
lasted about eight weeks. So serious 
has been its effect, especialy in the 
country districts, that prayers were of­ 
fered up in many churches for relief. 


Forest Fires Extinguished. 


Glens Falls, N. Y., Sept. 29.—The 
forest fires that have been raging in 
the foothills of the Adirondacks in 
this section for several weeks were 
extinguished 
by heavy rains. 
The 
rain began falling about noon and at 
six o'clock the fire fighters were with­ 
drawn. Thousands of acres of valuable 
timber land in the Adirondacks have 
been burned over and the fires have 
raged unchecked until Monday. 


Rain Quenches Forest Fire*. 


Scranton, Pa„ Sept. 29—Rain is fall­ 
ing all over northeastern Pennsylvania 
for the first time in four weeks. 
Al­ 
ready the forest fires which have been 
burning for several daws, doing great 
damage in the Mopslc mountains in 
the Pocono regions, are quenched, and 
there is hope for a considerable replen­ 
ishing of the water supply of all the 
towns in this section. 


Atlantic City Publisher Dies Suddenly 
Carl Voelker, fifty-four, editor and 
publisher of the Freie Press, of Atlan- 
tic City, died at Newark,N.J. He came 
to Newark to attend & dinner given to 
the Democratic editors of the state by 
State Chairman Nugent and was seiz­ 
ed with a gastric hemorrhage and died 
In an ambulance while on the way to 
1 hospital.

The Story <tf the Earth. 


By Prof. John ». McKay. 


T Is probable that in the very remote past thousands cf million! 


of years ago. all tiw matter which now constitutes the earth ami 
the various heavenly bodies was widely distributed in space and 
existed as a simple substance in a .highly rarefied gaseous or nebu- 
lous condition. This universal nebula at first may have been irregu- 
lar in form, at a ^ery low temperature and non-luminous. But 
under the influence of gravitation it would in time become more 


or less spherical in form, heated bv condensation and self-lus-iaous. 


By the irregular falling of the panicles toward the centre i- may aa%e 
lired a rotary motion and in tinio become a flattened disk 
acqu 
or nag. 
if 


different centres" of attraction should be forme-i throughout the mass the 
universal nebula would separate into innumerable nebulous stars ^d -aus 
form what is known a* the galaxy or milky way. 
Taese nebulous stars contracting under the influence of gravitation wouli 


become hotter and -brighter, increasing their radiation uaQI^ they reached 
the liquid or solid condition. 
Then as the radiation would be in excess of 


the heat arodueed, they would gradually become cold and dar-k/the larger 
ones requiring ihs longer tinie to reach this condition. 
As they cooled and 


condensed new elements and compounds weald be formed from the simp!* 
primordial substance of the nebula. Such appears to be the condition of tl»- 
univer=.e totliy, and such is probably the life history of every sun and star. 
la the midst of the great ring iebula that formed the galaxy tiere was 


thus formed a nebulous star which, developed into our sua and solar system, 
A.t fi'--t it must have been an immense nebuia more than six billion miles io 
diameter turning on its axis once in 200 years. As it contracted it became 
hotter and brighter and rotated fasttr. 
The increased centrifugal 
force 


caused a flattening at the poles and a ring of nebulous matter near the 
equator was ieft behind as the central mass continued to contract. 


This ring of matter under the influence of its own gravitation drew up 


into a spherical mass, forming the plan-?t Neptune, which continued to 
revolve around the central sun making a complete revolution in 1€5 years. 


THIS :>rocess was repeated five times, the central mass, contracting, in- 


creasing its angular velocity, and abandoning rings which formed in succes- 
sion the planets Uranus, Saturn. Jupiter, tbe Planetoids and Mars, each con- 
tinuing to revolve around the central sun wi:h the speed which it had when 
the ring was left behind, and !n a plane approximating that of the sun's 
equator. 
Fma?iv. when the central sun was about 1SC.OOO.OOO miles in diameter and 


rotating at the rate of once in about 2'Jo days, a seventh ring was abandoned 
which formed the earth. Later two oilier rings were abandoned vJhlc-h formed 
Venus and Mercury. 
The earth ring in condensing seems TO have developed two centres or

You can always pick our the niaa who is so overanxious 


about small savings that ne loses the larger gain. He radiates 
snialln-ess, meanness, limitation. His thoughts are pinched, his 


ideas narrow. He is the sniall-c-alibered man who lacks thai generosity and 
breadth which marks the liberal, broad-gauged man. 


Manv men of this type remain at the iiead of a little twopenny business 


all their lives because they have never loarned the effectiveness of liberality 
in business. The-.- do not know that '. liberal sowing means a liberal harvest. 
They know nothing of the secret: of the larger success cf modern business 
methods. 
There is a vast; difference between the economy which administers wise- 


ly and that niggardly economy which saves for ihe sake of saving and spends 
a dime's worth of time to save a penny. 
I have never known a man who overestimated the importance of saving 


pennies to do things which belong to large minus. 
Cheese-paring methods belong to the past.

SHARK FISHING OFF HONOLULU. 


Either Hook or Harpoon Used—Mon- 


sters Often Caught Near 


the Shore. 


"One of Honolulu's most exciting 


pastimes 
is shark fishing,'' said 


George T. Wilson, a planter of Hono- 
lulu. "Large sharks abound off Hono- 
lulu harbor, and fishermen may usual- 
ly count on bringing back one or 
two sea monsters from eight to four- 
teen feet long -by going three or four 
miles from shore. 
The fish may 


either be harpooned or hooked, the 
tatter method being the easier. The 
harpooning is more dangerous and 
more diScult. 


"The shark fishers need a small 


launch, a dead horse, sorae harpoons 
or hooks and some large calibre 
rifles. The horse is sometimes killed 
a day or two before the expedition, 
as sharks are supposed to like their 
horse meat 'high." The ho^se is tied 
at the end of a rope and ieft to float 
about sisty feet away from the launch, 
and then the wait for the sharks be- 
gins. 


'•A shark will usually show up in 


a very snort time. At a distance o: 
sixty feet ho is a long green object 
of indefinite outlines. He approaches 
the dead horse slowly until a few- 
feet away and then veers off to one 
side and disappears. But he always 
returns. Over and over again, some- 
times for an "hoar, he will circle 
about the dead animal, seeming to be 
as suspicious as any Dox. 
While 


the shark is making thesa repeated 
Investigations the ba:t !s slowly drawn 
toward tbe boat. When harpooning 
is to be done the bait is drawn 
gradually closer until the ^hark comes 
right up to the boat. Then ihz har- 
poon is p-lunged into him and the bat- 
tle begins. 
He gets exhausted by 


an-J by and then the rifles come into 
play. 


"The sharks are more easily aock- 


ed than iarpoor-ed. 
Many tourists 


wno came to Honolulu get up shark 
fishing parties. There are launches 
and assistants for hire. The shark 
usually goes to tie fishermen who 
help, and a small sum is to be realized 
from the oil its liver affords.

Earth.

T is probable that in the very remote past thousands of mniloM 
of years ago, all tho matter whic^ now constitutos the earth an4 
ihe various heavenly bodies was widely distributed in si>aco and 
existed as a simple substance in a highly rarefied gaseous or nebu- 
lous conditioh. This universal nebula at llrst may have been i r r e ^ 
lar in form, at a very low temperature and non-luminous. 
But 
under the influence of gravitation it would in time become more 
or less spherical in form, heated by condensation and self-luminous. 


By the irregular falling of the particles toward lh6 centre it may Have 
acquired a rotary motion and in timo become a ilattened disk or ring. 
If 
different centres of attraction should be formed throughout ihe mass, me 
nniversal nebula would separate into innumerable nebulous stars and thus 
form what is known a^i the galaxy or milky way. 


These nebulous stars contracting under the influence of gravitation wouli 
become hotter and 'brighter, increasing their radiation until,, they reached 
the liquid or solid condition. 
Then as the radiation would be in excess of 
the heat produced, they would gradually become cold and dank, the larger 
ones requiring the longer time to reach this condition. 
As they cooled and 
condensed new elements and comiwunds would »be formed from the simple 
primordial substance of tho nebula. 
Such appears to be the condition of the- 
universe lod.v, and such is probably the life history of every sun and star. 


In the midst of the groat rin« nebula that formed the galaxy there waa 
thus formed a nobulons star which developed into our BUn and solar system. 
At fir.st it must have -beeai an immense nebula more than six billion miles in 
diameter turning on its axis onco in 200 years. 
As it contracted it becamc 
hotter and -brighter and rotated faster. 
The 
increased 
centrifugal 
force 
caused a flattening at the poles and a ring of nebulous matter near the 
equator was left behind as the central mass continued to contract. 


This ring of matter under the influence of its own gravitation drew up 
Into a spherical mass, forming the planet Neptune, which continued 
to 
revolve around the central sun making a complete revolution in 1€5 lyears. 


This process was re«pealed ifive limes, the central mass, contracting, in- 
creasing its angular velocity, and abandoning rings which formed in succes- 
sion the planets Uranus. »Saturn. Jupiter, the Planetoids and Mars, each con- 
tinuing to revolve around the central sun with the speed which it had when 
the ring was left 'behind, and in a plane approximating that of the sun'a 
equator. 


PinaTly, when the central sun was about ISG.000.000 miles in diameter and 
rotating at the rate of once in about 365 days, a seventh ring w^as abandoned 
which formed the earth. ¡Later two other rings were abandoned ^^hich formed 
Venus and iMercury. 


The earUi ring in condensing seems to have developed two centres of 
aftraction which resulted in two spheres, very close together and rotating 
around their common centre of gravity like a double star, the one forminir 
the earth and the other tlie moon.r-Detroit News Tribuno.

Skimping economies and 
penuriousness do not pay. 
The great things today are done on broad Jines, 
It is the liberal-minded man. wit-h a level h-fad and a sound judgment, the 
man who can see things in their large relations, that succeeds.

Economy, in its broadest sense, involves the highest kind of judgment and 
levelheadness and breadth of vision.

S H A R K FISHING OFF 
HONOLULU. 


Either Hook or Harpoon Used—Mon- 
sters Often Caught Near 
the Shore, 


"One of Honolulu's most exciting 
pastimes 
is 
shark 
fishing," 
said 
George T. Wilson, a planter of Hono- 
lulu, 
"Large sharks abound off Hono- 
lulu harbor, and fishermen may usual- 
ly count on bringing back one or 
two sea monsters from eight to four- 
teen feet long hy going three or four 
n^iles from shore. 
The 
fish 
may 
either be harpooned or hooked, the 
latter method being the easier. 
The 
harpooning is more dangerous 
and 
more dilficult, 


"The shark 
fishers 
need a 
small 
launch, a dead horse, some harpoons 
or hooks and 
some 
large 
calibre 
rifles. The horse is sometimes killed 
a day or two before the expedition, 
as sharks are supposed to like their 
horse meat *high.' The horse rs tied 
at the end of a rope and left to float 
about sixty feet away from the launch, 
and then the wait for the sharks be- 
gins. 


"A" shark will usually show up in 
a very short time» 
At a distance of 
sixty feet ho is a long green object 
of Indefinite outlines. 
He approaches 
the dead horse slowly until a few 
feet away and then veers off to one 
side and disappears. 
Hut he always 
returns. 
Over and over again, some- 
limes 
for an 'hour, he 
will 
circle 
about the dead animal, seeming to be 
as s.usp>^iou3 as any 
Cox. 
Wliila 
the shark is making (heso repeated 
investigations the bait is slowly drawn 
toward the boat 
When harpooning 
is to be done the 
bait 
is 
drawn 
gradually closer until the «¡hark comes 
Tight up to the boat. 
Then the har- 
poon is plunged into him and the bat- 
tle begins. 
He gets exhausted 
by 
and by and then the rifles come into 
play. 


"The sharks are more easily hook- 
ed than 
harpooned. 
Many 
tourists 
who came to Honolulu get up shark 
fishing 
parties. 
There are launches 
and assistants for hire. 
The shark 
usually goes to the 
fishermen 
who 
help, and a small sum is to be realized 
fwm tbe oil its liver affords.

(Tke Story qf the Earth. 


13v P r o f . J o I x n 
M c K a y , 


T is probable that in the very remote past thousands of million* 
of years ago, all tho matter whic£ now constitutes the earth and 
the various heavenly bodies was widely distributed in space and 
existed as a simple substance in a highly rarefied gaseous or nebu­ 
lous conditioh. This universal nebula at first may have been irregu. 
lar in form, at a very low temperature and non-luniinous. 
But 
under the influence of gravitation It would in time become more 
or less spherical in form, heated by condensation and self-luminous. 


By the irregular falling of the particles toward the centre it may have 
acquired a rotary motion and in timo become a flattened disk or ring. 
If 
different centres of attraction should be formed throughout the mass, the 
universal nebula would separate into innumerable nebulous stars and thus 
form what is known a* the galaxy or milky way. 


These nebulous stars contracting under the influence of gravitation woull 
become hotter and 'brighter, increasing their radiation until - they reached 
the liquid or solid condition. 
Then as the radiation would be in excess of 
the heat produced, they would gradually become cold find dank, the larger 
ones requiring the longer time to reach this condition. 
As they cooled and 
condensed new elements and compounds would ‘be formed from the simple 
primordial substance of the nebula. »Such appears to be the condition of the- 
universe tod?.yt and such is probably the life history of every sun and star. 


In the midst of the great ring nebula that formed the galaxy there waa 
thus formed a nebulous star which developed into our sun and solar system. 
At first it must have -been an immense nebula more than six billion miles in 
diameter turning on its axis once in 200 years. 
As it contracted it becamc 
hotter and -brighter cmd rotated faster. 
The 
increased 
centrifugal 
force 
caused a flattening at the poles and a ring of nebulous matter near the 
equator was left behind as the central mass continued to contract. 


This ring of m atter under the influence of its own gravitation drew up 
Into a spherical mass, forming the planet Neptune, which continued to 
revolve around the central sun making a complete revolution jn H55 »years. 


This process was repeated ¡five times, the central mass, contracting, in­ 
creasing its angular velocity, and abandoning rings which formed in succes­ 
sion the planets Uranus, »Saturn, Jupiter, the Planetoids and Mars, each con­ 
tinuing to revolve around the central sun with the speed which it had when 
the ring -was left 'behind, and in a plane approximating that of the sun*« 
equator. 


Finally, when the central sun was about 1SG,000,000 miles in diameter and 
rotating at the rate of once in about 365 days, a seventh ring was abandoned 
which formed the earth. ¡Later two other rings were abandoned vJhich formed 
Venus and «Mercury. 


The earth ring in condensing seems to have developed two centrcs of 
attraction which resulted in two spheres, very close together and rotating 
around their common centre of gravity like a double star, the one forming 
the earth and the other the moon.r—Detroit News Tribune.

OBODY admires a narrow-souled, dried-up man who will not in­ 
vest in books or travel, who will invest in1 the grosser material 
property .but not in himself, and whose highest ambition is to 
save so many dollars. 


You can always pick out the man who is so overanxious 


about small savings that he loses the larger gain. 
He radiates 
smalln'ess, meanness, limitation. 
His thoughts are pinched, his 
ideas narrow. 
*He is the small-cafibered man who lacks that generosity and 
•breadth which marks the liberal, broad-gauged man. 


Many men of this type remain at tho head of a little two-penny business 
all their lives because they have never loarned tho effectiveness of liberality 
in business. They do not know that a liberal sowing means a liberal harvest. 
They know nothing of the secret of the larger success of modern business 
methods. 


There is a vast difference between the economy which administers wise­ 
ly and that niggardly economy which saves for the sake of saving and spends 
a dime’s worth of time to save a penny. 


I have never known a man who overestimated the importance of saving 
pennies to do things which belong to large minds. 


Cheese-paring methods belong to the p a s t 
Skimping economies and 
penuriousness do not pay. 
The great things today are done on broad Jines. 
It is the liberal-minded man, with a level head and a sound judgment, the 
man who can see things in their large relations, that succeeds. 
Large things 
today must be done in a large way. 
It is the liberal policy that wins. 


Economy, In its broadest sense, involves the highest kind of judgment and 
levelheadness and breadth of vision. 
The wisest economy often requires very 
lavish expenditure, beeauso there may be thousands of dollars depending upon 
the spending of hundreds. 
It often means a vc-ry broad and generous admin­ 
istration, a liberal spending. 


.Some of the best .business men I know are generous a’most to extrava­ 
gance with their customers, or in their dealings with men. 
They think noth* 
ing of spending a thousand dollars if they can see two thousand or five thou­ 
sand coming back from it. 
But the petty economizers are too narrow in 
their views, too limited in their outlook, too niggardly in their expenditures 
to ever measure up to large things. 
They hold the penny so close to their 
eyes that it shuts out the dollar. 


The «habit of saving may be carried to such an extent that it becomes » 
-boomerang and proves a stumbling-block instead of a stepping-stono.

The normal state of

George T. Wilson, a planter of Hono­ 
lulu.

“The shark fishers need a 
small 
launch, a dead horse, some harpoons 
or hooks and 
some 
large 
calibre 
rifles. 
The horse is sometimes killed 
a day or two before the expedition, 
as sharks ¿ire supposed to like their 
horse meat ‘high.’ The horse is tied 
at the end of a rope and left to float 
about sixty feet away from the launch, 
and then the wait for the sharks be­ 
gins. 


“A" shark will usually show up in 
a very short time. 
At a distance of 
sixty feet ho is a long green object 
of indefinite outlines. 
He approaches 
the dead horse slowly until a few 
feet away and then veers off to one 
side and disappears. 
But he always 
returns. 
Over and over again, some­ 
times for an ‘hour, he will circle 
about the dead animal, seeming to be 
as suspicious as any Cox. 
While 
the shark is making these repeated 
investigations the bait is slowly drawn 
toward the boat. 
When harpooning 
is to be done the 
bait 
is 
drawn 
gradually closer until the ^hark comes 
right up to the boat. 
Then the har­ 
poon is plunged into him and the bat­ 
tle begins. 
He gets exhausted by 
and by -and then the rifles come into 
play. 


“The sharks are more easily hook­ 
ed than harpooned. 
Many tourists 
who came to Honolulu get up shark 
fishing parties. 
There are launches 
and assistants for hire.

usually goes to the fishermen who 
help, and a small sum is to be realized 
from the oil ics liver affords.

<lo the asters bloom in profusion, and 
there they are the American variety— 
jus: such gold-centered, purple blcs- 
soms f-s we see about us today. 


As blue is the keynote of the late 


autumn flowers, so crimson and scar- 
let are the prevailing colors among 
fruits. 
The strawberry bush's criai- 


son capsule splits open to expose and 
•discharge its scarlet-covered s-e-^tis, 
and. whether we examine the straw- 
berry bush proper or the creeping va- 
riety, we will find the same brilliant 
coloring. High in the trees, and drap- 
ing the thickets, are the bittersweet 
berries, equally bright with scarlet 
and orange tints, while the alder 
stems are decorated with their bright 
red berries also. If the green leaves 
persist until late fall, as they often do. 
a stalk of this shrub forms as fitting 
and brilliant- a winter house decora- 
tion as the familiar, imported holly. 
The wild sarsaparilla's orange aisd 
straw colored -leaves remain on the 
stems far into the autumn also, and 
beneath the frost-curled foliage we 
see the clusters of dark blue berries. 


The lingering leaves are as beauti- 


ful as the glossy fruit, and show all 
gradations in color from deep cadmi- 
um to its palest tints, with here and 
there a more sienna or yellow ocher 
tinge. The ginseng, a member of the 
same family and of somewhat similar 
habit of growth, has berries of a bril- 
liant red, and so this family, as well, 
continues the scarlet theme that -runs 
through so many of the autumn fruits. 


How Intimately these late growths, 


particularly the flowers, reflect the 
spirit of the season. The spring flow- 
ers so perfectly suggest their season 
that a stranger, without knowledge of 
the time which 
gave them birth, 


would still, by the appearance of the 
blossoms, associate them with 
the 


spring months. The prevailing color 
being white with pink and purple 
flushes, or faint and delicate blue, is 
certainly suggestive of the dawn ami 
of the opening year, while the autumn 
tints and shades are suggestive of 
the after time, of the sunset and af- 
terglow. The rich red cardinal flower 
which comes m late summer is deep- 
est in hue of all our wild flowers, and 
these later ones we have been con- 
sidering are just as suggestive. The 
goldcarod's prevailing orange is surely 
a reflection of our autumn sunsets, 
and the blue asters, deepening to pur- 
ple answer to the bars of rain-cloud 
that accompany them.

tians this color deepens-until in the 
closed gentian it is so full and signifi-

our mighty belt would spontaneously 
bring forth next season a single ear.

plant sufficiently to keep it alive in

corn fields now smiling over the Uni- 
ted States preparatory to a produc- 
tion of 3,000,000,000 bushels this fall. 
These fields occupy an area greater 
in extent than the German Empire. 


Though every State and Territory 


in the "Union produces corn, the prin- 
cipal crop comes from Indiana. Illi- 
nois. Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska, 
which constitute the far-fame-1 "cnra 
belt." 


It is estimated that if all corn pro- 


duced in one year in these six States 
were shelled and loaded in wagons, 
the train would extend nearly 150,000 
miles, belting the earth six limes and 
4.000 miles of wagon to spare. Iowa 
alone has produced a crop equal in 
value to the annual output of gold, 
silver, and lead in this whole coun- 
try, or more than the -net earnings 
of all the national banks. 


Our farmers may understand what 


is meant by improved corn culture, 
when it is understood that an in- 
crease of one ear in every ten in 
the five principal corn Spates, that 
would mean an addition of S44.0'_'0.0''0 
a ypar to :heir wealth.

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LATE FALL 
FLOWERS 
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The closed gentian blooms now la 
company with its more admired ani 
notable sister, the fringed 
gentian, 
and AVe may feel inclined to choose 
this peculiar flower with its unopened 
peta'ls, with 
its 
apparently belated 
and therefore incomplete blossoming, 
as especially expressive and typical 
of the season. 
Here, too, is the royal 
aster company, blue and purple, vio- 
let iind pale lavender, gathered 
in 
feathery masses along the roads, or 
girdling the woods around with their 
"banked and profuse luxuriance. 
The 
Ijeauty that these flowers confer upon 
the late autumnal fields is peculiar 
to this cou)itry, for England owns but 
one native aster. Only in her gardens 
do the asters bloom in profusion, and 
there they are the Ameripan variety— 
just such gold-centered, purple blos- 
isoms as we see about us today. 


As blue is the keynote of the late 
autumn flowers, so crimson and scar- 
let are the prevailing colors among 
fruits. 
The strawberry bush*s crim- 
son capsule splits open to expose and 
discharge 
its 
scarlet-covered 
^ ^ d s , 
and, whether we examine the straw- 
berry bush proper or the creeping va- 
riety, we will find the same brilliant 
coloring. High in the trees, and drap- 
ing the thickets, are the bittersweet 
berries, equally bright with 
scarlet 
and 
orange tints, 
Avhile 
the 
alder 
stems are decorated with their bright 
red berries also. 
If the green leaves 
persist until late fall, as they often do, 
a stalk of this shrub forms as 
fitting 
and brilliant- a winter house decora- 
tion as the familiar, imported holly. 
The 
wild sarsaparilla's orange 
ahd 
straw colored 'leaves remain on the 
stems far into the autumn also, and 
•beneath the frost-curled foliage we 
see the clusters of dark blue berries. 


The lingering leaves are as beauti- 
ful as the glossy fruit, and show all 
gradations in color from deep cadmi- 
um to its palest tints, v/ith here and 
there a more sienna or yellow ocher 
tinge. 
The ginseng, a member of the 
same family and of somewhat simiiar 
habit of growth, has berries of a bril- 
liant red, and so this family, as well, 
continues the scarlet theme that -runs 
through so many of the autumn fruits. 


How intimately these late growths, 
particularly 
the 
fiowers, 
reflect the 
spirit of the season. 
The spring flow- 
ers so perfectly suggest their season 
that a stranger, without knowledge of 
the 
time 
which 
gave 
them 
birth, 
would still, by the appcarance of the 
blossoms, associate 
them 
with 
the 
spring months. 
The prevailing color 
being white with pink 
and 
purple 
flushes, 
or faint and delicate blue, is 
certainly suggestive of the dawn and 
of the opening year, while the autumn 
tints and shades are suggestive of 
the after time, of the sunset and af- 
terglow. 
The rich red cardinal flower 
which comes in late summer Is deep- 
est in hue of all our wild flowers, and 
these later ones we have been con- 
isidering are just as suggestive. 
The 
goldcnrod's prevailing orange is surely 
a reflection of our autumn 
sunsets, 
and the blue asterà deepening to pur- 
ple answer to the bars of raln-cloud 
' that accompany them. 
-In the gen- 
tians this color deepens until In the 
closed gentian it is so full and signlfl- 
rant as to symbolize the darkening 
twilight of the year, the storm blue 
of 
the 
approaching 
night-clouds; 
while the yellow, 'filmy stars of the 
witch-hazel, v/hich come still later, to 
close the floral season, are the faint 
lines of light, the last yellow gleams 
that break low down on the horizon 
l)efore night and winter who=lly 'clost- 
<lown. 


E U R O P E A N 
P I C K P O C K E T S . 


Trouble They Cause Travellers—Offer- 
ing Reward for Stolen Articles, 


"The American Avho travels in Eu- 
rope. and does not keep the closest 
watch on his valuables is almost sure 
to be relieved of his personal belong- 
^ugs t y pickpockets," said W, E. Mlg- 
liell. vice-president of the San Fran- 
cisco Chamber of Commerce, who has 
just finished a two year tour of the 
world, to an American representative 
at the Belvedere. 


"The light fingered gentry are ac- 
tive everywhere from London to Cai- 
ro, but I will give the palm for bolJ- 
iiess and dexterity to the profession- 
als of Italy, where the plunder of 
pockets has been reduced to a fine 
art. 
I am a careful man and did pot 
need -to read the -constant warnings 
against pickpockets, and yet in the 
preat plaza of Venice I was robbed 
last summer of my letter of credit 
for $10.000. 
There was an enormous 
crowd that had turned out to hear the 
Land play, the day being Sunday, and 
I was jostled t ^ o or three times by a 
liuge fellow wltli a -big black mus- 
lachQ. 
Finally -seeing that he was do- 
ing It pjirposcly I lost my 
temper 
and addressed a hot remark to him, 
at which he exclaimed: "Pardon, mon- 
sieur/' dropped bis umbrella at my 
Ceet, aud in stooping to get It man- 


aged In some way to got my litfer 
of credit, although It was la an in- 
side pocket. 
It caused ine a lot of 
trouble, the sending of many cable- 
grams and some money, but I man- 
aged to have the payment stopped and 
the thlof profited nothing. 


"In 
Rome last 
Christmas 
Day I 
went out for a ride in the suburbs to 
see some rare paintings in an old 
church. 
Wishing to see the country 
I took a street car that was densely 
packed. The air was pretty crisp and 
I wore an overcoat closely buttoned. 
How on earth the rascal managed to 
get my watch and make away with It 
will puzzle me to my life's end. but 
he did the trick, as I found on getting 
off the car. 


"Had it been only an ordinary time- 
piece I would never have said a word 
of the loss, but it was an unusually 
fine watch and I valued it much moro 
than -the $300 it cost. 
The manager 
of the hotel, whom 1 consulted, advis- 
ed me against reporting the theft. He 
said that the local pickpockets oper- 
ated in gangs, and that within 
an 
hour after being taken the watch was 
prabably in some other city. This did 
not sound well to -me, so I hunted 
up the United States resident Con- 
sul and narrated my story to him. He 
gave me precisely the same advico 
as the hotel man. 
Still unpersuaded 
I called on the chief of police.. That 
ofiicial was police, but he wanted me 
to deposit the $100 reward I was will- 
ing to pay. 
J saw no advantage In 
this and told hini I*d think it over. 


"That 
evening 
the hotel manager 
told me of an American who had been 
recently robbed of $1.000 and 
who 
had put up $200 in advance with the 
police and who was still waiting for 
the recovery of his money. 
He had 
made up his mind that he'd like to 
get back his $200, but the Roman po- 
lice refused, saying they must havQ 
time."—Baltimore American-

I ORIGIN OF CORN 


A STUDY IN 
BOTANY.

^A'hen Columbus roached Cat Island 
on that fateful day of 1192, he found 
poor savages cultivating a plant that 
was now to the Spaniards. 
J-^ater, 
when they saw the Islanders gather- 
ing from the stocks a material which 
thoy used for food, the Spaniards took 
a curious inte^'ost in their actions. 


This plant Avhlch the natives called 
"Mahlz" was wholly unknown to Eu- 
rope or any other part of the 
old 
•world. 
Afterwards 
the 
Spaniards 
themselves cultivated this plant for 
food, calling it 
"maize" by 
which 
name it -has sinc'e been known in the 
botanical world. 
In this small way 
began what is now the most Impor- 
itant and most valuable crop in the 
civilized world. 


Lfooked at from the standpoint of 
the botanist, a strange fact is dis- 
closod in considering the habits as 
well as the habitats of this celebra- 
ted cereal. 
It was indigenous to the 
two Americans, but at the time of the 
'conquest had -made little progress to- 
wards the wonderful development it 
was subsenupntly t» attain. 


Tfie Indiian tribes in various sec- 
tions. from the Canadas to Patagonl^f 
were found to be acquainted with its 
merits. 
They 
cultivated 
In 
little 
•patches, planting it in a hole in the 
ground made with a stick and from 
dt made cerlain dishes afterwards fa- 
mous as "Succotash" "hominy 
and 
•hoF-cake." 


What is especially notlcei^ble is the 
fact that no other grain or vegetable 
has such difficulty In reproducing It- 
self unaided as "maze". Left to it- 
self it is d-ifiicult to see how it could 
keep alive. 
The grain being encased 
in a thick and close-fitting shuck and 
growing closely to the cob, can not 
reproduce unless in falling it becomes 
'H'hattered and covered. 
Birds land 
other animals might help some in this 
process but -not enough to greatly ex- 
tend the area of its productivity. 


The aid of man is needed, not only 
to plant, but to cultivate the corn, 
and it is questionable whether if left 
ungathered the whole of the fieldsHn 
our mighty belt would spontaneously 
bring forth next season a single ear. 


Fortunately, the savages in a lim- 
ited^ way 
assisted 
this 
wonderful 
plant suiUclently to keep It alive In 
many places until the 
white 
man 
came with his -hoe and plow to do 
the work on an exteiffelve scale. 


It is just possible that but for the 
Indians it might have -been lost en- 
tirely to man. 
Its 
only chance of 
survival would be in 
the 
tropics 
where the first grain that fell and be- 
came covered would escape freezing 
and thus sprout in the returning sea- 
son for Its propagation. 


It Is a far cry 
from 
the 
little 
patches on Gunnahain Island, to the 
corn fields now smiling over the Uni- 
ted States preparatory to a produc- 
tion of 3,000,000,000 bushels this fall. 
These fields occupy an area greater 
In extent than tlio German Empire. 


Though every State and Territory 
In the Union produces corn, the prin- 
cipal crop comes from Indiana. Illi- 
nois, Iowa, Missouri and 
Nebraska, 
which constitute the far-famed "corn 
belt." 


It Is estimated that if all corn pto- 
duced in one year in these six States 
were shelled and loaded in wagons, 
the train would extend nearly 150.000 
miles, belting the earth six -times and 
4.000 miles of wagon to spare. 
Iowa 
alone has produced a crop equal in 
value to the annual output of gold, 
silver, and lead in this whole coun- 
try, or more than the -net earnings 
of all the national banks, 


Our farmers may understand what 
is meant by improved corn culture, 
•when it is understood 
that an 
in- 
crease of one ear in every ten in 
the five principal corn States, that 
v/ould mean an addition of $44,000,000 
a year to their wealth. 


Though the origin of corn is very 
a-ncient, its use on a large scale is 
very modern. 


Darwin, the great naturalist, while 
traveling in Peru, found an ear re- 
pc-sing in a metal vessel eighty-five 
feet below the- present surface of the 
soil. 
Others bave been found with 
mummies in the tombs of the Incas. 


The natives of Mexico, long before 
the conquest, worshipped a godiless

and the method was for -sun virgiua 
to sacrifice corn cakes in (her honor. 
The North American Indians believed 
that corn was a direct gift from the 
Great Spirit.

Romulus 
would 
stand quite still, shut his eyes and 
allow the timber-wolves

face and chew his ears. 
And some- 
times I would take part in the game 
myself, by tossing sticks and apples 
for the wolves to race after. 
But 
after a frolic of this kind, the young- 
sters were always wilder than ever, 
and in order to catch them it was 
often necessary to use both patience

<1-You are gathered here, more or 
less, as the business end of the news- 
paper, and I want to say a slight 
word of warning, lest you may for- 
get that after all the business ofilce 
should become the caretaker of the 
editor, and nothing more," said Don 
C. Seitz, business manager 
of 
the 
New York World, in addressing the 
Southern Newspaper Publishers' As- 
sociation. 
"I have always sided in 
any controversy In our establishment 
with the editor as against the adver- 
tising manager, 
and I 
think that 
every successful newspaper manager 
will try to do that thing, because It 
is the brains of tho 
establishment 
that makes your paper go. 


"If your writers are not clear, if 
your facts are not straight, you be- 
come a poor newspaper. 
You might 
hire the best business taluut in the 
world, you might cut down expenses, 
you might learn how to manipulate 
your advertising rates and fill your 
advertiscing columns, you might do 
any one of twenty smart things, but 
you will inevitably fail if the men who 
sit at the desk, morning, noon and 
night, ilo not produuc the right kind 
of a newspaper. 


*'I often attend meetings of busi- 
ness managers, and hear them ppeak 
more or less slightingly of their edi- 
tors, and when I do, I always feel 
that these men are mistaken, 
that 
their duty Is not to guide the editor, 
but to help the editor. 
It ought to 
be the duty of every good business 
manager to go up-stairs every after- 
noon when the editor comes In weary 
with his toll, and ask him what he 
can do for him, what he wants done, 
what help he desires; do: ^ 
.vant 
this edition pushed forward. Is there 
a convention In any direction that he 
would like lo run a train to, or any 
special line that may lend itself to- 
ward the better handling of the news; 
what can the oillce do to help the 
editor? 


"Now, you wiM find that editors, if 
properly encouraged, will do a great 
deal in their line, but the average 
editor in many oflices has sort of 
fallen under the spell of the 
bad 
business manager, scared about bills, 
timid about the relations of the ad- 
vertisements to the public -svelfare, 
feeling that something he might have 
fcaid or might not have said has hurt 
business. 
Kow, if this same busi- 
ness manager would study the his- 
tory of the newspaper, he would ilud

as especially expressive and typical 
of the season. Here, too, is the royal

The strawberry bush's crim­ 
son capsule splits open to oxpose and 
discharge its scarlet-covered se^ds, 
and, whether we examine the straw­ 
berry bush proper or the creeping va­ 
riety, we will find the same brilliant 
coloring. High in the trees, and drap­ 
ing the thickets, are the bittersweet 
berries, equally bright with scarlet 
and 
orange tints, 
while 
the 
alder 
stems are decorated with their bright 
red berries also. If the green leaves 
persist until late fall, as they often do, 
a stalk of this shrub forms as fitting 
and brilliant- a winter house decora­ 
tion as the famiiiar, imported holly.

W O R K AS A BEA U TIFIER . 


The wild sarsaparilla’s orange ahd 
straw colored »leaves remain on the 
Btems far into the autumn also, and 
beneath the frost-curled foliage we 
see the clusters of dark blue berries. 


The lingering leaves are as beauti­ 
ful as the glossy fruit, and show all 
gradations in color from deep cadmi­ 
um to its palest tints, with here and 
there a more sienna or yellow ocher 
tinge. The ginseng, a member of the 
same family and of somewhat simifar 
habit of growth, has berries of a bril­ 
liant red, and so this family, as well, 
continues the scarlet theme that «runs 
through so many of the autumn fruits. 


How intimately these late growths, 
particularly the flowers, reflect the 
spirit of the season. The spring flow­ 
ers so perfectly suggest their season 
tbat a stranger, without knowledge of 
the time 
which 
gave 
them birth, 
would still, by the appcarance of the 
blossoms, associate 
them 
with 
the 
spring months. 
The prevailing color 
being white with pink and purple 
flushes, or faint and delicate blue, is 
certainly suggestive of the dawn and 
of the opening year, while the autumn 
tints and shades are suggestive of 
the after time, of the sunset and af­ 
terglow. The rich red cardinal flower 
which comes in late summer is deep­ 
est in hue of all our wild flowers, and 
these later ones we have been con­ 
sidering are just as suggestive. 
The 
go) den rod’s prevailing orange is surely 
a reflection of our autumn sunsets, 
and the blue aster» deepening to pur- 
pie answer to the bars of rain-cloud 
that accompany them. 
-In the gen­ 
tians this color deepens until in the 
closed gentian it is so full and signifi­ 
cant as to symbolize the darkening 
twilight of the year, the storm blue 
of 
the 
approaching 
night-clouds; 
while the yellow, -filmy stars of the 
witch-hazel, which come still later, to 
close the floral season, are the faint 
lines of light, the last yellow gleams 
that break low down on the horizon 
before night and winter wholly fclost- 
<lown.

Trouble They Cause Travellers— Offer, 
ing Reward for Stolen Articles.

the milk is 
deficient. 
These 
are 
points worthy of study in infants that 
cry much. 
Prescribe fictle medicine, 
but teach the mother a few hygenic 
laws in reference to the care of the 
child and do not allow her to give 
soothing siiuP of any sort, as they 
contain, as a rule, either bryonia or 
ai. opiate. 
The harm done to in­ 
fants by the use of improper nvedi- 
cation in the form of soothing sirups 
is great indeed.

I ORIGIN OF CORN 


t e 
A STUDY IN BOTANY. 
----- ^ ---------- 


BY I ENJ* HILL IlfNNICUTT* 


When Columbus readied Cat Island 
on that fateful day of 1192, he found 
poor savages cultivating a plant that 
was now to the Spaniards. 
Later, 
when they saw the Islanders gather­ 
ing from the stocks a material which 
thoy used for food, the Spaniards took 
a curious interest in their actions. 


This plant which the natives called 
“Mahiz’’ was wholly unknown to Eu­ 
rope or «any other part of the 
old 
world. 
Afterwards 
the 
Spaniards 
themselves cultivated this plant for 
food, calling it 
“maize” by 
which 
name it has since been known in the 
botanical world. 
In this small way 
began what is now the most impor­ 
tant and most valuable crop in the 
civilized world. 


Looked at from the standpoint of 
the botanist, a strange fact is dis- 
closod in considering the habits as 
well as the habitats of this celebra­ 
ted cereal. 
It was indigenous to the 
two Americans, but at the time of the 
conquest had made little progress to­ 
wards the wonderful development it 
was 'subsequently ts «attain. 


Tfio Inddan tribes in various sec­ 
tions, from the Canadas to Patagonia, 
were found to be acquainted with its 
merits. 
They 
cultivated 
in 
little 
•patches, planting it in a hole in the 
ground made with a stick and from 
dt made certain dishes afterwards fa­ 
mous as “Succotash’* “hominy 
and 
•hop-cake.” 


What is especially noticeable is the 
fact that no other grain or vegetable 
has such difficulty in reproducing it­ 
self unaided as “maze”. Left to it­ 
self it is difficult to see how it could 
keep alive. The grain being encased 
in a thick and close-fitting shuck and 
growing closely to the cob, can not 
reproduce unless in falling it becomes 
•shattered and covered. 
Birds tand 
other animals might help some in this 
process but not enough to greatly ex­ 
tend the area of its productivity. 


The aid of man is needed, not only 
to plant, but to cultivate the corn, 
and it is questionable whether if left 
ungathered the whole of the fieldsHn 
our mighty belt would spontaneously 
bring forth next season a single ear. 


Fortunately, the savages in a lim­ 
ited, way 
assisted 
this 
wonderful 
plant sufficiently to keep it alive in 
many places until the 
white 
-man 
came with his hoe and plow to do 
the work on an exteiffeive scale. 


It is just possible that but for the 
Indians it might have been lost en­ 
tirely to man. 
Its 
only chance of 
survival would be in 
the 
tropics 
where the first grain that fell and be­ 
came covered would escape freezing 
and thus sprout in the returning sea­ 
son for its propagation. 


It is a far cry 
from 
the 
little 
patches on Gunnahain Island, to the 
corn fields now smiling over the Uni­ 
ted States preparatory to a produc­ 
tion of 3,000,000,000 bushels this fall. 
These fields occupy an area greater 
in extent than tho German Empire. 


Though every State and Territory 
in the Union produces corn, the prin­ 
cipal crop comes from Indiana, Illi­ 
nois, Iowa, Missouri and Nebraska, 
which constitute the far-famed “corn 
belt.” 


It is estimated that if all corn pro- 
duced in one year in these six States 
were shelled and loaded in wagons, 
the train would extend nearly 150,000 
miles, belting the earth six times and 
4,000 miles of wagon to spare. 
Iowa 
alone has produced a crop equal in 
value to the annual output of gold, 
silver, and lead in this whole coun­ 
try, or more than the net earnings 
of all the national banks, 


Our farmers may understand what 
is meant -by improved corn culture, 
when it is understood that an in­ 
crease of one ear in every ten in 
the five principal corn States, that 
would mean an addition of $44,000,000 
a year to their ■wealth. 


Though the origin of corn is very 
ancient, its use on a large scale is 
very modern. 


Darwin, the great naturalist, while 
traveling in Peru, found an ear re- 
posing in a metal vessel eighty-five 
feet below the- present surface of the 
soil. 
Others have been found with 
mummies in the tombs of the Incas. 


The natives of Mexico, long before 
tho conquest, worshipped a goddess 
corresponding to the 
Greek 
Cer^s, 
and the method was for sun virgin* 
to sacrifice corn cakes in <her honor. 
The North American Indian’s believed 
that corn was a direct gift from the 
Great Spirit. 


This inspiring belief was embodied 
in a poetical legend to the young 
warrior fasting in 
‘the 
wilderness 
prayed for a gift for his people, when 
a spirit dn tho form of a young man 
garbed in glistening green v»uh flow­ 
ing plumes, descended 
in 
response 
and brought the grain of grains as 
his offering.—Southern Cultivator. 


my well-meaning friends, that It would

They were entirely friend­ 
ly with me, and allowed me to handle 
them with some freedom, except when 
they were feeding, and because they 
were now able to do serious injury 
I seldom attempted to caress 
them 
at meal times. 


Sometimes I took the two young 
wolves for a walk with me in the 
forest, and <it was most interesting 
to see them working together through 
the woods and across clearings, or 
splashing along tho trout »brooks in 
a cloud of spray.

SECRET OF SUCCESS. 


Editor, Not the Business Manager, 
Makes the Paper Go. 


“ You are gathered here, more or 
less, as the business end of the news­ 
paper, and I want to say a slight 
word of warning, lest you may for­ 
get that after all the business ofTlce 
should become the caretaker of the 
editor, and nothing more/* said Don 
C. Seitz, business manager of the 
New York World, in addressing the 
Southern Newspaper Publishers* As­ 
sociation. 
“I have always sided in 
any controversy in our establishment 
with the editor as against the adver­ 
tising manager, 
and I 
think that 
every successful newspaper manager 
will try to do that thing, because it 
is the brains of tho establishment 
that makes your paper go. 


"If your writers are not clear, if 
your facts are not straight, you be­ 
come a poor newspaper. 
You might 
hire the best business talent in the 
world, you might cut down expenses, 
you might learn how to manipulate 
your advertising rates and fill your 
advertiscing columns, you might do 
any one of twenty smart things, but 
you will inevitably fail if the men who 
sit at the desk, morning, noon and 
night, „do not produce the right kind 
of a newspaper. 


"I often attend meetings of busi­ 
ness managers, and hear them speak 
more or less slightingly of their edi­ 
tors, and when I do, I always feel 
that these men are mistaken, that 
their duty is not to guide the editor, 
but to help the editor. 
It ought to 
be the duty of every good business 
manager to go up-stairs every after­ 
noon when the editor comes in weary 
with his toil, and ask him what he 
can do for him, what he wants done, 
what help he desires, do: * 
»vant 
this edition pushed forward, is there 
a convention in any direction thut he 
would like to run a train to, or any 
special line that may lend itself to­ 
ward the better handling of the news; 
what can the office do to help the 
editor? 


“Now, you will find that editors, if 
properly encouraged, will do a great 
deal in their line, but the average 
editor in many offices has sort of 
fallen under the spell of the bad 
business manager, scared about bills, 
timid about the relations of the ad­ 
vertisements to the public welfare, 
feeling that something he might have 
fcaid or might not have said has hurt 
business. 
Now, if this same busi­ 
ness manager would study the his­ 
tory of the newspaper, he would find 
there was little warrant for bis coil* 
cern,”

Bee-keeping can be carried on al­ 
most anywhere, whether one has a 
homo of her own or not, or whether it 
be in city or country. Bees have been 
kept in garrets, on the flat roofs of city 
buildings, in back yards, in fact, almost 
any place where there is room to set a 
hive, and thore arc few localities where 
bees cannot bQ kept at a profit, if right­ 
ly managed. 


Although there are certain tasks to 
be attended to at certain times, the 
work is not continuous. A forenoon or 
afternoon once a week given to the 
work during the busy seasons would 
be all that is necessary to care for a 
large number of hives when one has 
become thoroughly acquainted with the 
work. 
Two hives arc all a person 
should begin with. 
One can learn as 
much from one or two hives as from a 
dozen, but it is better to have not more 
than one hive until one has learned vto 
winter them safely.

The con­ 
ceited woman lias, however, little to 
recommend her. The pose of superior« 
tty which she assumes is alone suffi­ 
cient to disgust her friends.

TRAINING FOR DOMESTICS. 
In Germantown there is an institu­ 
tion which is receiving such encour­ 
agement that the number of its occu­ 
pants is* limited only by the space at 
the disposal of the matron.

may obtain situations. They are taught 
to build fires, to sweep and to cook, and 
when they already know these elemen­ 
tary branches they may learn more 
complex branches. 
Employers often 
send their do'tnestics here to improve 
their knowledge, and pay not only for 
their tuition but for their board, and 
quite often the maids themselves are 
willing to put part of their earnings 
into a course of individual study at the 
home, realizing that they may com­ 
mand higher wages afterward to more 
than balance the necessary outlay at 
the start. The value of such an insti­ 
tution, both to employers and employes 
would seem to prove that it is of im­ 
portance in solving domestic problems.

possible to buy books, slates, pens, ink 
or paper. 
It is worthy of note, how­ 
ever. that in our Western country, even 
under such difficulties, a schoolhouse 
was oue of the first buildings to rise 
in every frontier settlement. 
Abra­ 
ham's second school in Indiana was 
held when he was fourteen years old 
and the third in his seveuteeth year. 


By that time he had more books and 
better teachers, but* he had to walk 
four or five miles to reach them. We 
know that he learned to write, and was 
provided with pen, ink and a copybook 
—a very small supply of writing paper, 
for copies have seen printed on several 
scraps on which he carefully wrote 
down tables of long measure, land 
measure and dry measure, as well as 
examples in multiplication and com­ 
pound division, from his arithmetic. 
He was never able to go to school 
again after this time, and though the 
instructions he received from his five 
teachers—two in Kentucky and three 
in Indiana—extended over a period of 
nine years, it must be remembered 
that it made up in all less than oue 
twelve month, “that the aggregate of 
all his schooling did not amount to one 
year.” The fact tliat he received this 
instruction, as he himself said, “by 
littles,” was doubtless an advantage. 
A lazy or indifferent boy would, of 
course, have 
forgotten 
what was 
taught him at one time before he had 
opportunity at another; but Abraham 
was neither indifferent nor lazy, and 
these widely separated fragments of 
instruction were precious steps to self 
help. 
He pursued his studies with 
very unusual purpose and determina­ 
tion, not only to understand them at 
the moment, but to fix them firmly in 
his mind. 
Ilis early companions all 
agree that he employed every spare 
moment iu keeping on with some of his 
studies. 


His stepmother tells us that when he 
came across a passage that struck him 
he would write it down on boards if 
he had no paper, and keep it tliere un­ 
til he did get paper. 
Then he would 
rewrite it, look at it, repeat it. 
Ho 
had a copy-book, a kind of scrapbook, 
in which he put down all things and 
thus preserved them. 
He spent long 
evenings doing sums 011 the fire shovel. 
Iron fire shovels were a rarity among 
pioneers. 
Instead they used a broad, 
thin clapboard with one end narrowed 
to a handle, arranging with this Hie 
piles of coals upon the hearth, over 
which they set their “skillet” and 
“oven” to do their cooking. It was on 
such a wooden shovel that Abraham 
worked his sums by the flickering fire­ 
light, making Jiis figures with a piece 
of charcoal, and when the shovel was 
all covered taking a drawing knife 
and shaving it off clean again. 


The hours that he was able to de­ 
vote to his penmanship, his reading and 
his arithmetic were by 110 means many; 
for, save for the short time that lie 
was actually in school, ho was, during 
all these years, laboring hard on his 
father’s farm or hiring his youthful 
strength to neighbors who had need 
of help in the work of field or forest. 
In pursuit of liis knowledge he was 011 
an uphill path; yet in spite of alt ob­ 
stacles he worked his way to so much 
of an education as placed him far 
ahead of Jiis schoolmates and quickly 
abreast of his various teachers. 
He 
borrowed every book in the neighbor­ 
hood. 
The list is a short one: “Rob­ 
inson Crusoe,” “Aesop’s Fables,” Bun* 
.van’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,” Wcem’s 
“Life of Washington” and a “History 
of the United States.” 
When every­ 
thing else had been read he resolutely 
began on the “Revised Statutes of In­ 
diana,” which Dave Turnhara, the con­ 
stable, had in daily use, but permitted 
him to come to his house and read.—

There has just been erected in the 


Auditorium at Ocean Grove, N. J., a 
new organ-which is as decided a de- 
parture from" the accepted canons of 
organ building as Cristofori's piano- 
forte was from the ancient clavichord. 
The instrument was designed by Rob- 
en; Hope-Jones, Member cf the In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers, and 
of the Royal College cf Organists, 
England, and built by the Hope- 
Jones Organ Company. It is the re- 
sult cf twenty years' careful thought 
end experiment. 


The Auditorium in Ocean Grove 


willseatl2,000 people. In buildingan 
organ for a hall of this size it has 
hitherto been the custom to divide it 
into five portions, known respectively 
as the great, swell, choir, solo and 
pedal organ, each with its quota of 
open and stopped diapasons, gambas, 
fiutes, reeds, etc. For the sake ol 
gaining increased power, these were 
again duplicated, there being usually 
fodr OL-eri diapasons in tne great or- 
gan alone. 
All this in the Ocean 


Grove organ is swept away, and the 
pipes are grouped according to their 
tone q'sa'ity as diapasons, Cutes, 
strings and reeds, each division in a 
s?yarate swei! box, made of brick and 
cement and closed at the top by lam- 
inated lead shutters. A stop entirely 
new to this country called the d!a- 
phone— invented by Mr. Hope-Jones 
—occupies a fifth box, open at the 
top without shutters. 
The largest 


pipe is thirty-two feet long, of invert- 
ed pyramid shape and four feet In 
diameter at the top end. The tone is 
produced by what is called a resona- 
tor and vibrating valve, which yields 
a majestic volume of firm, horny, di- 
apason tone, providing a glorious 
pedal base. 
It is also used on the 


manuals for solo purposes. 


And the front of the organ is a 


brick wall: 


This, however, is relieved and or- 


namented by three towers of dummy 
pipes. 
The keyboards are situated 


about tea feet in front of the organ, 
the player sitting facing the audience 
with his back to the instrument. 
There are four manuals, of slity-one 
notes each, and a pedal board of the 
unusual compass of thirty-two notes. 
Instead of the usual draw-stops the 
tone is controlled by means of stop- 
keys (originally invented by Mr. 
Hope-Jones and copied extensively by 
other builders) which are arranged 
in an Inclined semi-circle around the 
manuals. There are no bellows, the 
wind being supplied by electrically- 
driven fans and compressors, which 
deliver the wind at pressures of ten,

twenty, twenty-five and fifty Iach.es. 
The highest pressure hitherto used 
in any organ aas been twenty-six 
inches, and the pressure on the aver- 
age church organ is only three inches. 
By means of the swell shutters it is 
possible to control the Immense vol- 
ume of tone produced by these press- 
ures, so that the tuba oirabilis of 
fifty-inch pressure, which at full pow- 
er is almost ear-splitting, C2.n be used 
to accompany the human voice. 


The designer -modestly announces 


that this organ contains only eighteen 
stops. Some of these, however, are 
mighty ones, consisting of ninety- 
seven pipes ranging from thirty-two 
feet to a few inches ia length. 
By 


means of the electro-pneumatic ac- 
tion it is possible to play them oa 
any of the four manuals at thirty- 
two, sixteen, eight, four or- two-foot 
pitch. The touch is as light as that 
of a grand pianoforte. 
By pressing 


extra hard on any key it sinks anoth- 
er quarter-inch and -the stops drawn 
on another manual eoine Into play. 
This device ma>' be used for bringing 
out a melody or for sforzando chords. 
There are 103 souaa-ng stop-keys 
controlled by seventy-eight mechani- 
cal devices. 


George L. Miller. F.R.C.O., Eng- 


land, a well known Xew York organ- 
ist, who is intimately acquainted with 
the organs ia St. George's Kail, Liv- 
erpool.

How much a watch offered to an 


eye that loved nature! I have been 
bored so often by descriptions of 
scenery, that I am warned to put 
here a sharp check on my memory, 
lest it run away with me, and my 
readers seek escape by falling off.

paper, published at home and dealing

home affairs. 
Is that 
paper 
worthy of patronage? 
Should 
you 
place advertisoments in it? 
Will it 
benefit you 
to 
sooure 
its favor 
through advertisoments on Its pages? 


Those are questions which 
many 
a country merchant \mi asked him- 
self when approached by the solici- 
tor, usually the editor and 
proprie- 
tor, with an advertising proposition. 


Let us consider. 
When spread out 
beside 
tho 
great 
city daily 
v/hlch 
comes on the train from the metro- 
polls it looks ,small and of no ac- 
count. 
It is dwarfed and insignifi- 
cant. 
The 
pages 
are smaller 
and 
there aro not so mouy of them; the 
wording of the readinc: may not be 
equal to that of the city paper; the 
typographical work may be deficient; 
its errors 
will seem 
more 
glaring 
when you compare 
i he two. 


If Theodore Roosevelt wrote, you 
a letter, saying that ho had 
taken 
his stand against wrong berause he 
believed It was the proper thing to 
do. and if at the same time, while 
you 
were reading the letter, 
your 
little son should come in and tell you 
that he had broken a window pane 
and was sorry for it. to which would 
ynu pay the most instant 
attention, 
the letter or the boy? 
We imagine 
that you would look on your son and 
heir with pride that he had the cour- 
age and manhood to tell you what 
he had done. 
The letter from the 
President would interest and please 
you, too, perhaps, but little Johnny 
is your boy and he is a little fel- 
low, and 
he is 
right beside you, 
doing what you would have him do. 


Johnny 
is not 
possessed of the 
stature and years of the President; 
he has not the plu'sloal energy or the 
teeth 
of our 
chief 
executive. 
He 
may never be as well known or great. 
The fact that he broke a window is 
reprehensible, and the mere fact that 
he came and told you was but proper 
and creditable—nothing 
wonderful 
in it at all. 
But Johnny is bone of 
your bone and fiesh of your fiesh. In 
your heart, Johnny is of more inter- 
est to you than even the President of 
this nation. 


So with the counti^y paper and the

publication. 
The people may 
take both.

great world.

holds for them a nearer interest. 
In 
it are chronicled 
the little 
homely 
details of their neighbors and them- 
selves. 
It may not be so poí\'erfuI, 
GO large, so important to the world: 
it may not be so wise, so skilled in 
argumentation. 
But It is a chronicle 
of things at home and it holds a 
closer relation to the people of the 
village and countryside than the big 
city paper can ever obtain. 


This being the case, it behooves 
the country merchant 
to 
recognize 
the possibilities of the country paper. 
One man may differ from his grocer's 
opinion of the President, and • still 
come to the store for groceries, 
But 
If one man 
smites the 
meiThant'» 
son carelessly, he and the merchant 
are not as a general thing on ami- 
cable terms. The boy and his welfare 
are of vital interest to the parents. 
As to the President, there Is always 
room for argument in a calm 
and 
dispassionate way. 
Your opinion of 
the city paper may not be the same 
as that of your best customer, 
but 
you do not find fault with one an- 
other about that: 
but the 
country 
paper is right with you, and 
when 
one espouses 
its cause 
it becomes 
more of a personal matter. 
It is a 
part of the town family. 


Now, what is the attitude of the 
little paper on your business? 
How 
docs it stand on tho matter of the 
parcels 
post, tho 
catalogue 
house 
trade and similar matters of impor- 
tando to you? 
Have you ever talked 
it over wilii the man at the head? 
Perhaps he does not understand the 
matter clearly. 
I^ossibly his 
back- 
bone is weak. 
Once in a while he 
may get an advertisv.nnent from out 
of town while you do not patronize 
his columns. 


We believe that advertising is vi- 
tal and that the inerchant should use 
the means and 
instruments

his reach for his own benefit.

.so difficult as it may seem.

attention. 
Your store

Look through the

The Case of a Drunkard. 


The decision of the Appellate Court 
upholding a verdict of |3000 against 
a saloonkeeper proved to have sold 
liquor to a drunkard is not a "blow" 
at the saloon Interests, but, rightly 
interpreted, a timely and most valu- 
able bit of advice to this class of the 
community. 
It was proved in the 
lower 
courts that the owner of 
a 
barroom had sold liquor to a man ad- 
dicted to intemperance, and the lat- 
ter's sister sued for damages on the 
ground that she had been deprived 
of her brother's support. 
The jury 
in tlie trial court awarded her |3U00, 
and this verdict has been upheld by 
the Court of Appeals, 


The law is clear. 
It expressly pro- 
hibits the sale of liquor to drunkards, 
and the saloon man who violates this 
prohibition should be punished in the 
way he will feel most—by reducing 
his bank account. 
Nothing can 
bo 
more horrible than deliberately pan- 
dering to the cravings 
of 
a 
man 
wliose will has been weakened 
by 
protracted 
indulgence 
in 
alcohol. 
Such an individual is no longer 
a 
iree agent, he requires to be watched 
over and guarded from the results of 
his own weakness, even as the in- 
sane, 
The law seeks to proect him, 
and those who thwart the law's ef- 
forts deserve the 
penalty.—Chicag« 
livening Post. 


THE MOST POWERFUL ORGAN IN THE WORLD 


There has just been erected in the 
Auditorium at Ocean Grove, N. J., a 
new organ-which is as decided a de- 
parture from' the accepted canons of 
organ building as Cristoforl's piano- 
forte was from the ancient clavichord. 
The instrument was designed by Rob- 
ert Hope-Jones, Member of the In- 
stitute of Electrical Engineers, and 
of the Royal College of 
Organists. 
England, and built by 
the 
Hope- 
Jones Organ Company, 
It is the re- 
sult of twenty years' careful thoiight 
and experiment, 


Tho Auditorium 
in Ocean 
Grove 
willseatl2,000 people. 
In buildingan 
organ for a hall of this size it has 
hitherto been the custom to divide It 
into five portions, known respectively 
as the great, swell, choir, solo and 
pedal organ, each with its quota of 
open and stopped diapgisons, gambas, 
flutes, 
reeds, etc. 
For the sake of 
gaining Increased power, these were 
again duplicated, there being usually 
four open diapasons in the great or- 
gan alone. 
All this in the 
Ocean 
Grove organ is swept away, and the 
pipes are grouped according to their 
tone 
quality 
as 
diapasons, 
flutes, 
strings and reeds, each division in a 
separate swell box, made of brick and 
cement and closed at the top by lam- 
inated lead shutters, 
A stop entirely 
new to this country called the dla- 
phone—invented by Mr, Hope-Jones 
—occupies a fifth box, open at the 
top without shutters. 
The 
largest 
pipe is thirty-two feet long, of invert- 
ed pyramid shape and four feet In 
diameter at the top end. 
The tone is 
produced by what is called a resona- 
tor and vibrating valve, which yields 
a majestic volume of firm, horny, di- 
apason 
tone, 
providing a 
glorious 
pedal base. 
It is also used on the 
manuals for solo purposes. 


And the front of the organ is a 
brick wall! 


This, however, is relieved and or- 
namented by three towers of dummy 
pipes. 
The keyboards are 
situated 
about ten feet in front of the organ, 
the player sitting facing the audience 
with 
his 
back 
to the 
instrument. 
There are four manuals, of sicty-one 
notes each, and a pedal board of the 
unusual compass of thirty-two notes. 
Instead of the usual draw-stops the 
tone is controlled by means of stop- 
keys 
(originally 
invented 
by 
Mr. 
Hope-Jones and copied extensively by 
other builders) which are arranged 
in an inclined semi-circle around the 
manuals. 
There are no bellows, the 
wind being supplied by electrically- 
driven fans and compressors, which 
deliver the wind at pressures of ten. 


twenty, twenty-five and fifty Inches. 
The highest pressure hitherto used 
in any organ 
has been 
twenty-six 
inches, and thb pressure on the aver- 
age church organ is only three inches. 
By means of the swell shutters it Is 
possible to control the Immense vol- 
ume of tone produced by these press- 
ures, so that the tuba mirabilis of 
fifty-inch 
pressure, which at full pow- 
er Is almost ear-splitting, can be used 
to accompany the human voice. 


The designer 'modestly announcej? 
that this organ contains only eighteen 
stops. 
Some of these, however, aro 
mighty 
ones, consisting 
of 
ninety- 
seven pipes ranging from thirty-two 
feet to a few Inches iu length. 
By 
means of the elcctro-pneumatic 
ac- 
tion it is possible to play them on 
any of the four manuals at thirty- 
two, sixteen, eight, four or. two-foot 
pitch. 
The touch is as light as that 
of a grand pianoforte. 
By pressing 
extra hard on any key It sinks anoth- 
er quarter-inch and the stops drawn 
on another manual come into play. 
This device may be used for bringing 
out a melody or for sforzando chords. 
There 
are 
103 sounding 
stop-keys 
controlled by seventy-eight mechani- 
cal devices. 


George L. Miller, F.R.C.O., 
Eng- 
land. a well known New York organ- 
ist. who Is intimately acquainted with 
the organs in St. George's Hall, Liv- 
erpool. England, and the Town Hall, 
Sydney, Australia, hitherto accounted 
the largest In the world*; unhesita- 
tingly afilrms that the Ocean Grove 
organ equals them in beauty and va- 
riety of tone, and surpasses them In 
power. 
Yet it contains only 
1312 
pipes, as against over SOOO in each of 
the others! 
This, through avoiding 
unnecessary duplication. 


A father was once chiding his son 
for taking two girls out for the day 
on a certain holiday occasion. 
Said 
he: "You should have taken out only 
one girZ and kissed her twice. 
It 
would have cost you less money!" 


So with this organ. 
The builder 
has taken one diapason and given it 
twice, thrice, yea, even five times the 
ordinary pressure of wind, and so-ob- 
tained the effect of five rows of pipes. 
And it has cost less money. 
The 
Liverpool organ cost 
$50.000; 
the 
Sydney organ $60.000; 
the 
Ocean 
Grove organ only $27,000, and the 
results are better, all the solo stops 
being expressive. 


The organ was inaugurated on the 
evening of July 3, by a brilliant reci- 
tal by Mark Andrews. F.A.G.O., A.R. 
C.O., of Montclalr, N. J., before an 
audience of upwards of 8000 people.

mall, would have been impossible had! 
the railway line which until lately 
has had its station on Pennsylvania 
avenue continued to occupy that loca- 
tion. 
The enlightened and 
public- 
spirited 
president 
of the 
company, 
however, the late A. J. Cassatt, de- 
clared himself heartily in agreement 
with the project. 
He looked at tho 
question from the poinLof view of 
an American citizen, appreciating that 
if Congress intended to make of the 
mall what the founders of Washing- 
ton intended 
it to be, no 
railway 
should be allowed to cross it. 
His 
consent to a new location was also 
justified from a strictly railway point 
of view. 
With the carrying out of 
these plans, Washington will be made 
the most beautiful capital city In the 
world, and will correspondingly 
at- 
tract inc^'eased travel thither, greatly 
to the' profit of the railways. 
In 
art;hitecture and in site the new sta- 
tion is one of the finest ever^ erected, 
even 
surpassing 
the 
splendid 
ter- 
minals that 
characterize 
the 
large 
cities in Germany. 
It stands on Mas- 
sachusetts avenue, facing the Capitol, 
and yet not too near it. 
Fronting 
upon a seml-cii^cular plaza 
6 00 feet 
wide, tho building is nearly fifty feet 
wider than the Capitol. 
It Is con- 
structed 
of white 
marble, 
with 
a 
facade of classical style. 
The plaza 
before It is a fine feature in itself, 
and provides a place where bodies of 
troops or large organizations can be 
formed for inauguration ceremonies 
or on other occasions. 
The railway 
station thus forms the great vestibule 
of Washington, a fitting introduction 
to its attractions. 


The'monumental treatment of fail- 
way terminals to express their func-

Fire-Killed Timber. 


Firc-killed timber is sometimes con- 
sidered 
to be practically 
valueless, 
but it has hecn used for some years 
for railway tiep and mine timbers, 
and 
with satisfactory results. 
According 
to investigations made in iOolorado by 
the U. S. Forestry Bureau, the ties 
are as durable as those of green tim- 
ber, hold spikes well and do not cut 
under the tie-plates. 
Some of the ties 
are from timber burned 35 or 50 years 
ago. Red fir is preferred; then yellow 
pine, limber pine and range pine, and 
even white pine is now used; spruce 
resists mechanical wear but needs a 
preservative treatment to make it re- 
sist decay. -Such timber is also being 
used for making crates and boxes, tho 
fire seasoning having driven out the 
odor of the pine so that it can be used 
for packing crackers. 
The timber is, 
of course, well seasoned, and it is ex- 
pected that its utilization may be a 
source -of profit to the forest reserves. 
—Engineering News.

$20 a pound, according to thickness 
and markings. 


A turtle boat Is ordinarily a llttlo 
schooner about thirty feet long and 
fourteen feet beam, but of 
course 
they vary in size. 
They are seawor- 
thy and simple in rig. 
The 
mer- 
chants of Nassau fit out hundreds of 
these vessels, each of which carries a 
number of small boats, with two men 
to each boat, a cook, who has charge 
of the vessel when the men are off 
after turtles, and an extra man on 
the larger vessels. 


The usual equipment is about as 
follows: For fifteen tons or smaller 
vessels, five boats and eleven men; 
twenty tons, eight boats and eighteen 
men; thirty tons, ten boats and twen- 
ty-two men. 
The small boats 
are 
about eleven feet long, 
flat-bottomed 
and quite seaworthy. 
When not in 
use they are nested amidships 
on 
each side of the mast. 


Each small boat is equipped with 
an oar for sculling, a water glass, a 
wooden box twelve inches long and 
ten 
inchos square, in one end 
of 
which is fitted, water-tight, an ordin- 
ary window pane; fifty or sixty fath- 
oms of light rope attached to a coni- 
cal net sic feet deep with six-by-eight- 
inch mesh, at the bottom of Avhich is 
a half-inch iron hoop four and one- 
half feet in diameter, and weighted 
with lead. 


"When the vessel reaches the hunt- 
ing grounds, the boats are put over 
and scatter about for a mile or more. 
Each boat has an expert turtler, \vho 
lies at the bow with his fac^ close to 
the water glass, -which is immersed 
th 


ree or four inches under the surface 
of 
the 
water. 
Through 
this 
he 
searches the bottom from six to twen- 
ty or thirty fathoms below, which in 
those clear waters is plainly visible. 


The man in the stern sculls tho 
boat, the fisherman signaling 
with 
with his bare feet the course he wants 
taken. 
When he sees a turtle 
he 
carefully lowers the net and drops it 
over 
his game, which 
immediately 
tries to escape, but becomes entan- 
gled in the meshes and is soon laud- 
ed in the boat. 


As the hawkbill is hunted for the 
shell on its back, when taken aboard 
the vessel it is killed and the shell is 
removed. 
If it is wanted, the best 
parts of the meat are saved for food, 
but the rest Is cast into the sea. 
Thousands of pounds of soup mate- 
rial are thus wasted, for next to the 
green turtle, the hawkblll is tho best 
for soup that is caught.

The Hunting* Season 


The approach of Fall suggests the gun­ 
ning season, and for the benefit of our 
readers, who are sportsmen, we give a 
brief summary of the open season for game, 
and other regulations taken from the State 
Laws, approved April 15, 1907. 


Plover—July 15 to December 1. 
f Rail, reed and blackbirds, doves, sand­ 
piper, tattler, curfew and other shore 
birds—Sept. 1 to Jan. 1. 


Wild goose, wild duck, brant, swan, 
coot and mud hen—Sept. 1 to A pril 10. 


Wilson or jack snipe—Sept. 1 to May 1. 
Squirrel—October 1 to December 1. 
Wood cock—October 1 to December 1. 
Pheasant—October 1 to December 1. 
Bear or cub—October 1 to March L 
Rabbits—October 15 to December 1. 
Wild turkey, prairie chicken, English 
mongohan of Chinese pheasants—October 
15 to December 1. 


Quail—November 1 to December 1, 
Deer—November 15 to December 1. 
Number that may be killed : 
In one day—pheasants 5, wood cock 10, 
quail 10, wild turkey 1, squirrels G. 


In one week—pheasants 20, quail 40, 
wood cock 20. 


In a season—pheasant 50, quail 75, wood 
cock 50, wild turkey 4, deer 1 ; must be 
male with horns. 


It is unlawful to shoot or injure quail 
when bunched upon the ground. 


Deer, wild turkey, pheasants, quail or 
wood cock shall not be hunted for wages 
or hire. 


The use of dogs in hunting deer is pro­ 
hibited. 


Game wardens are authorized to kill all 
dogs not wearing collar with name and 
address of owner, found hunting game ex­ 
cepting from August 1 to January 1. 
Owners of dogs wearing collars thus in­ 
inscribed must be notified before dogs can 
be killed.

POSSIBILITIES OF 
COUNTRY NEWSPAPERS 
ILLUSTRATED 


I'” Close Relation lo Hie People of the Yillage 
and the Countryside Makes It i 
Medium For Merchants. 


Every town 
of any 
pretensions 
whatever has at least one country 
paper, published at home and dealing 
with home affairs. 
Is that paper 
worthy of patronage? 
Should you 
place advertisements in it? 
Will it 
benefit you 
to 
socure 
its favor 
through advertisements on its pages? 


These are questions which many 
a country merchant has asked him­ 
self when approached by the solici­ 
tor, usually the editor and proprie­ 
tor, with an advertising proposition. 


Let us consider. 
When spread out 
beside the great city daily which 
comes on the train from the metro­ 
polis it looks .small and of no ac­ 
count. 
It is dwarfed and insignifi­ 
cant. 
The pages are smaller and 
there aro not so m(iny of them; the 
wording of the reading may not be 
equal to that of the city paper; the 
typographical work may be deficient; 
its errors will seem more glaring 
when you compare the two. 


If Theodore Roosevelt wrote, you 
a letter, saying that ho had taken 
his stand against wrong because he 
believed it was the proper thing to 
do, and if at the same time, while 
you were reading the letter, your 
little son should come in and tell you 
that he had broken a window pane 
and was sorry for it. to which would 
you pay the most instant attention, 
the letter or the boy? 
We imagine 
that you would look on your son and 
heir with pride that he had the cour­ 
age and manhood to tell you what 
he had done. 
The letter from the 
President would interest and please 
you, too, perhaps, but little Johnny 
is your boy and he is a little fel­ 
low, and 
he is 
right beside you, 
doing what you would have him do. 


Johnny 
is not 
possessed of the 
stature and years of the President; 
he has not the physical energy or the 
teeth of our chief executive. 
He 
may never be as well known or great. 
The fact that he broke a window is 
reprehensible, and the mere fact that 
he came and told you was but proper 
and creditable— nothing 
wonderful 
in it at all. 
But Johnny is bone of 
your bone and flesh of your flesh. In 
your heart, Johnny is of more inter­ 
est to you than even the President of 
this nation. 


So with the country paper and the 
city 
publication. 
The people may 
take both. 
They peruse columns on 
columns of reading, skipping from 
page to page with interest. 
They 
like to know what is going on in the 
great world. 
But the little pr.per 
holds for them a nearer interest. 
In 
it are chronicled the little homely 
details of their neighbors and them­ 
selves. 
It may not be so powerful, 
so large, so important to the world; 
it may not be so wise, so skilled in 
argumentation. 
But it is a chronicle 
of things at lionve and it holds a 
closer relation to the people of the 
village and countryside than the big 
city paper can ever obtain. 


This being the case, it behooves 
the country merchant to recognize 
the possibilities of the country paper. 
One man may differ from his grocer’s 
opinion of the President, and*still 
come to the store for groceries. But 
if one man smites the merchant's» 
son carelessly, he and the merchant 
are not as a general thing on ami­ 
cable terms. The boy and his welfare 
are of vital interest to the parents. 
As to the President, there is always 
room for argument in a calm and 
dispassionate way. 
Your opinion of 
the city paper may not be the same 
as that of your best customer, but 
you do not find fault with one an­ 
other about that* but the country 
paper is right with you, and when 
one espouses 
its cause 
it becomes 
more of a personal matter. 
It is a 
part of the town family, 


Now, what is the attitude of the 
little paper on your business? 
How 
does it stand on the matter of the 
parcels 
post, the 
catalogue house 
trade and similar matters of impor­ 
tance to you? 
Have you ever talked 
it over with the man at the head? 
Perhaps he does not understand the 
matter clearly. 
Possibly his back­ 
bone is weak. 
Once in a while he 
may get an advertisement from out 
of town while you do not patronize 
his columns. 


We believe that advertising is vi­ 
tal and that the merchant should use 
the means and instruments within 
his reach for his own benefit. 
The 
advertisement in your 
home paper 
serves a double purpose— it gives you 
the support of the paper in a busi­ 
ness way and it brings your business 
to the attention of the people who 
may be customers of yours. 


Too many merchants consider only 
the first of these two purposes, and 
the result is that their advertise­ 
ments are poorly displayed and poor­ 
ly written, too. 


“Oh, put in 'John Smith, Fancy 
Groceries/ and let it go at that,** 
s>>me merchants are apt to say. 
You 
have bought space not for advertis­ 
ing purposes, but to “support the 
paper** and keep it loyal to you. The 
first thing for such a merchant to 
do is to consider the worth of ad* 
vertising. 
It 
is 
unquestioned 
by 
tho,se who know. 
If real advertising 
is of value, why ¿lot put some of it 
in that barren space you have pur­ 
chased? 
The publisher will be glad 
to have it pay you, for it helps him 
to have his advertisers realize some­ 
thing from their spaces, 


The uext thin# is to prepare your 


[advertisements properly. 
This !s not 
so difficult as it may ceem. 
A little 
effort and time ard thought and you 
may produce a very creditablo line 
of advertising. 
The main thing is to 
remember that you wish to talk to 
possible customers. 
A plain, homely 
conversation In advertising space at­ 
tracts 
attention. 
Your store has 
some particular things in it which 
the public would like to have— tell 
them. 
You have some special bar­ 
gains which should move—tell them. 
You have added some new feature to 
the store, ask them to come in and 
see it. 
Got them coming your way. 


The country paper is worthy of 
patronage. 
We haye no interest in 
any country paper, but we have a 
vital interest in the prosperity of 
the merchant, and we believe that 
we are justified in urging him to ad­ 
vertise in his home publication. Most 
merchants do, you may say, and that 
is true in a way. 
Look through the 
country papers as w6 do Week after 
week, and we get quite a bunch of 
them, and you will realize how few 
merchants, comparatively 
speaking, 
advertise with any vim. or earnest­ 
ness. 
They pay for two things and 
only take one of them. 
The pub­ 
lisher is willing that you should have 
both— why not take them, then?— 
Oregon Tradesman.

The Case of a Drunkard, 


The decision of the Appellate Court 
upholding a verdict of $3000 against 
a saloonkeeper proved to have sold 
liquor to a drunkard is not a “blow*' 
at the saloon interests, but, rightly 
interpreted, a timely and most valu­ 
able bit of advice to this class of the 
community. 
It was proved in the 
lower courts that the owner of a 
barroom had sold liquor to a man ad­ 
dicted to intemperance, and the lat- 
ter’s sister sued for damages on the 
ground that she had been deprived 
of her brother’s support. 
The jury 
in the trial court awarded her $3000, 
and this verdict has been upheld by 
the Court df Appeals. 


The law is clear. It expressly pro­ 
hibits the sale of liquor to drunkards, 
and the saloon man who violates this 
prohibition should be punished in the 
way he will feel most— by reducing 
his bank account. 
Nothing can bo 
more horrible than deliberately pan­ 
dering to the cravings of a man 
whose will has been weakened by 
protracted 
indulgence 
in 
alcohol. 
Such an individual is no longer a 
tree agent, he requires to be watched 
over and guarded from the results of 
his own weakness, even as the in­ 
sane, 
The law seeks to proect him, 
and those who thwart the law's ef­ 
forts deserve the penalty.— Chicag# 
Evening Post. 


Ages of Cabinet Ministers. 


A calculating Canadian has been 
reckoning up the ages of Cabinet 
ministers in his own country and in 
ours. 
He aVrives at the conclusion 
that Mr. Asquith’s government is con­ 
siderably the more juvenile of the 
two. 
The average age of the British 
Cabinet is fifty-two, whereas that of 
the Canadian is sixty-one. There are 
ten British ministers under fifty and 
only three Canadian, 
No Canadian 
minister is under forty, whereas wo 
have two in the thirties— Mr. Church­ 
ill and Mr. Runciman. The youngest 
Canadian minister—JMr. Lemieux— is 
forty-two. 
He recently went on a 
mission to the government of the 
Mikado to negotiate an agreement in 
reference to future Japanese immi­ 
gration into Western Canadfi.— puu-

THE MOST POWERFUL ORGAN IN THE WORLD 


There has just been erected in the 
Auditorium at Ocean Grove, N. J., a 
new organ -which is as decided a de­ 
parture from the accepted canons of 
organ building as Cristofori’s piano­ 
forte was from the ancient clavichord. 
The instrument was designed by Rob­ 
ert Hope-Jones, Member of the In­ 
stitute of Electrical Engineers, and 
of the Royal College of Organists, 
England, and built by 
the 
Hope- 
Jones Organ Company. 
It is the re­ 
sult of twenty years* careful thought 
and experiment. 


The Auditorium in Ocean Grove 
will seat 12,000 people. In buildingan 
organ for a hall of this size it has 
hitherto been the custom to divide it 
into five portions, known respectively 
as the great, swell, choir, solo and 
pedal organ, each with its quota of 
open and stopped diapasons, gambas, 
flutes, reeds, etc. 
For the sake of 
gaining increased power, these w*ere 
again duplicated, there being usually 
four open diapasons in tho great or­ 
gan alone. 
All this in the Ocean 
Grove organ is swept away, and the 
pipes are grouped according to their 
tone 
quality as 
diapasons, 
flutes, 
strings and reeds, each division in a 
separate swell box, made of brick and 
cement and closed at the top by lam­ 
inated lead shutters. A stop entirely 
new to this country called the dia- 
plione— Invented by Mr, Hope-Jones 
— occupies a fifth box, open at the 
top without shutters. 
The largest 
pipe is thirty-two feet long, of invert­ 
ed pyramid shape and four feet in 
diameter at the top end. 
The tone is 
produced by what is called a resona­ 
tor and vibrating valve, which yields 
a majestic volume of firm, horny, di­ 
apason tone, providing a glorious 
pedal base. 
It is also used on the 
manuals for solo purposes. 


And the front of the organ is a 
brick wall! 


This, however, is relieved and or­ 
namented by three towers of dummy 
pipes. 
The keyboards are situated 
about ten feet In front of the organ, 
the player sitting facing the audience 
with 
his 
back 
to the instrument. 
There are four manuals, of sUty-one 
notes each, and a pedal board of the 
unusual compass of thirty-two notes. 
Instead of the usual draw-stops the 
tone is controlled by means of stop- 
keys 
(originally invented 
by Mr. 
Hope-Jones and copied extensively by 
other builders) which are arranged 
in an inclined semi-circle around the 
manuals. 
There are no bellows, the 
wind being supplied by electrically- 
driven fans and compressors, which 
deliver the wind at pressures of ten, 


twenty, twenty-five and fifty inches. 
The highest pressure hitherto used 
In any organ has been twenty-six 
inches, and tlife pressure on the aver­ 
age church organ is only three inches. 
By means of the swell shutters it is 
possible to control the immense vol­ 
ume of tone produced by these press­ 
ures, so that the tuba mirabilis of 
fifty-inch pressure, which at full pow­ 
er is almost ear-splitting, can be used 
to accompany the human voice. 


The designer ‘modestly announces 
that this organ contains only eighteen 
stops. 
Some of these, however, aro 
mighty ones, consisting of ninety- 
seven pipes ranging from thirty-two 
feet to a few inches in length. 
By 
means of the electro-pneumatic ac­ 
tion it is possible to play them on 
any of the four manuals at thirty- 
two, sixteen, eight, four or. two-foot 
pitch. 
The touch is as light as that 
of a grand pianoforte. 
By pressing 
extra hard on any key it sinks anoth­ 
er quarter-inch and the stops drawn 
on another manual come into play. 
This device may be used for bringing 
out a melody or for sforzando chords. 
There are 103 sounding stop-keys 
controlled by seventy-eight mechani­ 
cal devices. 


George L. Miller, F.R.C.O., Eng­ 
land, a well known New York organ­ 
ist, who is intimately acquainted with 
the orgaus in St. George's Hall, Liv­ 
erpool, England, and the Town Hall, 
Sydney, Australia, hitherto accounted 
the largest in the worlds unhesita­ 
tingly affirms that the Ocean Grove 
organ equals them in beauty and va­ 
riety of tone, and surpasses them in 
power. 
Yet it contains only 1312 
pipes, as against over SOOO in each of 
the others! 
This, through avoiding 
unnecessary duplication. 


A father was once chiding his son 
for taking two girls out for the day 
on a certain holiday occasion. 
Said 
he; “You should have taken out only 
one girl and kissed her twice. 
It 
would have cost you less money!” 


So with this organ. 
The builder 
has taken one diapason and given it 
twice, thrice, yea, even five times the 
ordinary pressure of wind, and so-ob- 
tained the effect of five rows of pipes. 
And it has cost less money. 
The 
Liverpool organ cost $50,000; tho 
Sydney organ $60,000; 
the Ocean 
Grove organ only $27,000, and the 
results are better, all the solo stops 
being expressive. 


The organ was inaugurated on tho 
evening of July 3, by a brilliant reci-* 
tal by Mark Andrews, F.A.G.O., A.R. 
C.O., of Montclair, N. J., before an 
audience of upwards of 8000 people. 


The Night Watches at Sea

How much a watch offered to an 
eye that loved nature! 
I have been 
bored so often by descriptions of 
scenery, that I am warned to put 
here a sharp check on my memory, 
lest it run away with me, and my 
readers seek escape by falling off.

at portraiture, and merely mention 
the superb aurora borealis which il­ 
luminated several nights of the au­ 
tumn of 185 9, perceptibly affecting 
the brightness of the atmosphere, 
while we lay becalmed a little north 
of the tropics. 
But other things I 
shall have some excuse 
for telling; 
because what my eyes used to see 
then few mortal eyes will see again. 
Travel 
will 
not 
reach 
here; for 
though here and there a rare sailing 
ship is kept in the navy, for occa­ 
sional

have passed away forever; and the 
exceptions are but curiosities— real­ 
ity has disappeared. 
They no longer 
have life, and are now but the speci­ 
mens of the museum. 
The beauties 
of a brilliant night at sea, whether 
starlit or moonlit, the solemn, awe­ 
inspiring 
gloom 
and 
silence of a 
clouded, 
threatening 
sky, as 
the 
steamer with dull thud moves at mid­ 
might over 
the waste 
of 
waters, 
these I need not describe; many there 
are that see them in these rambling 
days. 
These eternities of the heav­ 
ens and the deep* abide as before, 
are common to the steamer as to the 
sailing ship; but what weary strain 
of words can restore to imagination 
the beautiful living creature which 
leaped under our feet and spread her 
wings above us? 
For a sailing ship 
was more inspiring from within than 
from without, especially a ship of 
war, which, as usually ordered, per­ 
mitted no slovenliness, abounded in 
the perpetual seemliness 
that 
en­ 
hances beauty yet takes naught from 
grace. 
Viewed from without, unde­ 
niably a ship under sail possesses 
attraction; but it is from within that 
you feel the “very pulse of the ma­ 
chine.** 
No canvas looks so lofty, 
speaks so eloquently, as that seen 
from its own deck, and this chieily 
has invested the sailing vessel with 
its poetry. 
This the steamer, with 
its vulgar appeal to physical com­ 
fort, cannot give.— Harper’s Weekly.

Washington’s New Stalion

One of the finest instances of re­ 
cent railway progress in the apprecia­ 
tion of the traffic promoting value of 
beauty Is furnished by the history of 
the movement for the embellishment 
of the national capital. 
The chief 
feature of the plans, the magnificent 
mall, would have been impossible had! 
the railway line which until lately 
has had its station on Pennsylvania! 
avenue continued to occupy that loca­ 
tion. 
The enlightened and public- 
spirited president of the company, 
however, the late A. J. Cassatt, de­ 
clared himself heartily in agreement 
with the project. 
He looked at tlio 
question from the poinLof view of 
an American citizen, appreciating that 
if Congress intended to make of the 
mall what the founders of Washing­ 
ton intended it to be, no railway 
should be allowed to cross it. 
His 
consent to a new location was also 
justified from a strictly railway point 
of view. 
With the carrying out of 
these plans, Washington will be made 
the most beautiful capital city In the 
world, and will correspondingly at­ 
tract increased travel thither, greatly 
to th e 1 profit of the railways. 
In 
architecture and in site the new sta­ 
tion is one of the finest eveiv erected, 
even 
surpassing the splendid ter­ 
minals that characterize the large 
cities in Germany. 
It stands on Mas­ 
sachusetts avenue, facing the Capitol, 
and yet not too near it. 
Fronting 
upon a semi-circular plaza 6 00 feet 
wide, tho building is nearly fifty feet 
wider than the Capitol. 
It is con­ 
structed of white marble, with a 
facade of classical style. 
The plaza 
before It is a fine feature in itself, 
and provides a place where bodies of 
troops or large organizations can bo 
formed for inauguration ceremonies 
or on other occasions. 
The railway 
station thus forms the great vestibule 
of Washington, a fitting introduction 
to its attractions. 


The monumental treatment of rail­ 
way terminals to express their func­ 
tions as the modern gateways of a 
great .city has received a remarkable 
impetus from 
the 
example set at 
Washington. Direct consequences are 
the two magnificent stations now un­ 
der construction in New York, tke 
Union station in Cleveland and the 
beautiful Atlanta terminal built in 
the style of the Spanish renaissance.

body retain an entirely normal state. 


Surgeons will be able to talk poli­ 
tics or crack jokes with the patient 
who will be totally unaware of any­ 
thing being done to him.

Fire-Killed Timber. 


Firc-killed timber is sometimes con­ 
sidered to be practically valueless, 
but it has been used for some years 
for railway tie{5 and mine timbers, and 
with satisfactory results. 
According 
to investigations made in Colorado by 
the U. S. Forestry Bureau, the ties 
are as durable as those of green tim­ 
ber, hold spikes well and do not cut 
under the tie-plates. Some of the ties 
are from timber burned 35 or 50 years 
ago. Red fir is preferred; then yellow 
pine, limber pine and range pine, and 
even white pine is now used; spruce 
resists mechanical wear but needs a 
preservative treatment to make it re­ 
sist decay. -Such timber is also being 
used for making crates and boxes, the 
fire seasoning having driven out the 
odor of the pine so that it can be used 
for packing crackers. 
Tho timber is, 
of course, well seasoned, and it is ex­ 
pected that its utilization may be a 
source of profit to the forest reserves. 
—Engineering News. 


A HUMOROUS PATIENT. 


Surgery has much 
to 
gain 
from 
spinal 
cccainization, 
says 
Robert 
Jones, a Liverpool surgeon, in the 
Medical Press. 
He advocates this 
process in cases where patients can­ 
not or will not take other anaesthetics. 
The resulting insensibility to pain 
lasts more than an hour, but the pa­ 
tient often develops abnormal loquac­ 
ity. 


Mr. Jones tells of an operation in 
which lie cocainized the spine. It was 
that of a big man, who as soon as he 
had taken two or three whiffs of 
chloroform jumped off the operating 
table and scampered away. This hap­ 
pened twice, and Mr. Jones tried co- 
cainization, injecting cocaine into the 
cerebro-spinal fluid. »By this means a 
-troublesome operation of cutting out 
bones in the leg was safely carried 
out. The man, an old poacher, mean­ 
time regaled the doctors with stories 
of his art, only once interrupting, 
when the surgeon was chiseling a 
bone, to ask, “What is.th a t knock 
ing:”—London Mail. 


Postmaster Works With His Feet. 
New Zealand possesses a postmas­ 
ter who, for all practical purposes, is 
armless. Owing to a physical deform­ 
ity which renders his hands useless, 
he is obliged to do, 
«and 
actually 
does, all the clerical work of his of­ 
fice with his feet. 
His name is Mr. 
Earnest C. Moon, and ho is in charge 
Oj: t-he post office at Te Uku, Auck­ 
land. 
He uses an indelible pencil in 
his official work, 
with 
which 
he 
writes clearly and legibly. 
Ho is 37 
years of age, and has been in charge 
of the post office at Te Uku for the 
last eleven years. 
The oipcial re­ 
ports of tho inspectors of the New 
Zealand Postal Department show that 
Mr. Moon has given every satisfaction 
in the discharge of his duties. 
Ho 
makes out money orders, postal notes 
and the »periodical 
official 
•abate­ 
ments by using his 
feet 
In 
the 
same way he applies the date stamps 
to letters with wonderful rapidity. 
Mr. Moon can also use a hammer, saw 
and other carpenters’ tools with his 
feet.—London Daily Chronicle.

About the middle 
of 
February» 
when the north Is shivering in w in!it 
winds, with an occasional dash of 
snow, the turtlers of Nassau aro get­ 
ting their littlo vessels ready for tho 
summer cruise in tho waters of tho 
Bahama islands, running as far south 
as Grand Turk and tin Caicos group, 
and even to tho waters of Santo Do­ 
mingo, in search of tho highly prized 
hawkbill turtlo— in zoology Eretmo- 
chelys imbricata, explains Mr. Joseph 
A. Howells, in tho New York Sun. 
This is the turtle that furnishes the 
tortoise-shell, 
also 
called 
caret. 
These shells are worth from $5 to 
$20 a pound, according to thickness 
and markings. 


A turtle boat is ordinarily a littlo 
schooner about thirty feet long and 
fourteen feet beam, but of course 
they vary in size. 
They are seawor­ 
thy and simple In rig. 
The mer­ 
chants of Nassau fit out hundreds of 
these vessels, each of which carries a 
number of small boats, with two men 
to each boat, a cook, who has charge 
of the vessel when the men are ofC 
after turtles, and an extra man on 
the larger vessels. 


The usual equipment is about as 
follows: For fifteen tons or smaller 
vessels, five boats and eleven men: 
twenty tons, eight boats and eighteen 
men; thirty tons, ten boats and twen­ 
ty-two men. 
The small boats are 
about eleven feet long, fiat-bottomed 
and quite seaworthy. 
When not in 
use they are nested amidships on 
each side of the mast. 


Each small boat is equipped with 
an oar for sculling, a water glass, a 
wooden box twelve inches long and 
ten inches square, in one end of 
which is fitted, water-tight, an ordin­ 
ary window pane; fifty or sixty fath­ 
oms of light rope attached to a coni­ 
cal net sic feet deep with six-hy-eight- 
ineli mesh, at the bottom of which is 
a half-inch iron hoop four and one- 
half feet in diameter, and weighted 
with lead. 


When the vessel reaches the hunt­ 
ing grounds, the boats are put over 
and scatter about for a mile or more. 
Each boat has an expert turtler, who 
lies at the bow with his fac* close to 
the water glass, which is immersed 
three or four inches under the surface 
of 
the 
water. 
Through 
this 
he 
searches the bottom from six to twen­ 
ty or thirty fathoms below, which in 
those clear waters is plainly visible. 


The man in the stern sculls the 
boat, the fisherman signaling with 
with his bare feet the course he wants 
taken. 
When he sees a turtle he 
carefully lowers the net and drops it 
over his game, which immediately 
tries to escape, but becomes entan­ 
gled in the meshes and is soon land­ 
ed in the boat. 


As the hawkbill is hunted for the 
shell on its back, when taken aboard 
the vessel it is killed and the shell is 
removed. 
If it is wanted, the best 
parts of the meat are saved for food, 
but the rest is cast into the sea. 
Thousands of pounds of soup mate­ 
rial are thus wasted, for next to the 
green turtle, the hawkbill is the best 
for soup that is caught. 
If a canning 
outfit were attached to a turtler, a 
large amount of valuable material 
could be saved. 


Turtle fishing is attended with the 
proverbial fisherman’s luck. 
Some 
times the crew — which works on 
shares — will take ISO pounds in 
three months, and again not half as 
much. 
Sometimes tho catch in three 
months will amount to $1000. 
The 
value of the shells varies greatly. 
The average hawkbill will be worth 
from $5 to $25. 
The most valuable 
,are those termed "laneern backed,” 
and the clear shell is worth $25 a 
pound.

Tho cotton-growing industry 6f Bar- 
bardoes, which was started in 1903 
with only Ij3 acres, has now an acre­ 
age of G.035 acres, with an estimated 
yield value of about $500.000. A con­ 
ference of Barbados cotton-growors 
was recently bond for promoting the 
interests of the industry.

Electric Heart from Stoves. 


Tho ordinary parlor stove is used 
by Herr Gutzah of Berlin, as a recep­ 
tacle for an electric 
radiator—con­ 
sisting of a wire or carbon of suitable 
resistance—and 
in 
this way is con­ 
verted into an electric heater more 
satisfactory than those hitherto tried. 
Too great local drying of the air is a 
usual fault of electrical heating. With 
the new arrangement the air circula­ 
tion produced by the stove rapidly 
distributes the heat and at 'the same 
time gives ventilation 
and revents 
excessive drying. 
Tho ordinary cur­ 
rent consumption warms an average 
room in about an hour. 
With the 
large tile stoves so common in Ger­ 
many tho heat is retained a long time, 
and the cost of keeping the room com­ 
fortable is moderate. 
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Greatest Head for Water Power. 
The six turbines of a Norway fac­ 
tory are to receive water through a 
seven-mile tunnel from a lake 3,53G 
f^et above sea level, ihn total head 
being 3,287 feet, or seventy-two feet 
greater than the highest hitherto.
